Lets get serious here! I have received several posts xwarningx me of the 
xextremex dange of 409 and aluminum. It is not just here but the BA list is 
droning on about it also. 


There is more than one way to skin a cat and to clean a radio. If you are 
careful and exercise caution in your work I see no reason why you should 
not live a long and prosperous life. 


Forumla 409, Fantastic, Zeileg, etc. are all phosphate type cleaners. They 
probably all come from the same 10,000 gallon rail car anyway! I have 


cleaned over a hundred radios (yes, I keep a log) with 409 and the garden 
hose. This includes S-Lines, A-Lines, test gear, and assorted electrical 

gorp. I have never had a radio go to pieces from corrosion or fall out of 
the sky like an airplane. 


If the Navy/Aixr Force/Heavens Gate banned 409 around aircraft they probably 
had a good reason. If I decide to taxi my KWS-1 to the flight line I'll 
remember that. 


Probably any type of cleaner left in contact with aluminum or other metal 
for an extended period of time will start to corrode. This is one reason I 
use the high-pressure hose to rinse the radio thoroughly. Okay, maybe 1 
part per umpteenthbillion will remain but, that is life. Compressed air and 
good old Texas sunshine does the rest. 


Many people on this list are good mechanics and know what they are doing. 
If you want to experiment, do it. Take a chance and learn. I have very 
serious doubts that you will damage anything beyond repair if you are 
careful, ask questions and listen.

Here is the situation: I have a 12V 12 amp.hr gelcell. It will be 
powering a 1/2 amp load continuously and be constantly charged 

at some low rate. My first question is how much should the charge 
current be? 


There is a chart on the side of the battery that says: 
CHARGING INSTRUCTIONS 


USE VOLTAGE REGULATION INITIAL CURRENT 
STANDBY 13.5 - 13.8V No limit 

CYCLIC 14.4 - 15.0V 3A Max 

I assume my use would be considered "standby" - right? 


Does that mean I should try and keep the battery voltage between 
13.5 and 13.8 all the time? 


What does "initial current" mean? How long is considered "initial"? 
Right now, I am inclined to have a constant charge of around 100ma 
unless it runs down due to power failure and I want to get it back 
up quickly, then maybe charge it at a couple of amps for a while. 
Any ideas/suggestions?

Bob; 


This is the type of setup used in emergency or standby lighting 
systems. Initial current I take to be peak charging current when 
starting a charge cycle, to limit internal temperature and pressure. 
Most chargers in these fixtures are limited to an amp or less, and 
recharge time considered to be 24 hours or so. They also have a 

low voltage cutout at 80% or so to prevent deep discharge. 


If the battery is good, this peak value should taper off pretty quickly, 
and continue to decrease as the battery charges. 


Since the operation of these standby systems is a rare event, it is a 
good idea to remove power once a month, let the batteries discharge to 
dropout, and repower them to start a recharge cycle, 


in order to prolong battery life. 


Seemingly dead gel's can sometimes be brought back to normal by repeating 
this cycle ten or so times. Open circuit voltage of the gell 
should increase with each consecutive cycle. 


This could be technically incorrect, but assuming the load is 
fairly constant, I would adjust the charger voltage to float the battery 
at 13.8 +/- .05 v under load. The actual load of 0.5 amp would be in fact 
powered by the charger. 


Gell cells are quite forgiving, except for deep discharging. 


This info is from a Lithonia Standby Systems data sheet which came with 
one of their fixtures. 


A few solar cells, such as the surplus units sold by All Electronics, 60 
ma ( more like 90ma ) output current, 9 vdc open circuit, will keep a 
gell maintained well. They are about $ 5.75 each and I think were made by 
Sandia, rejected for scientific purposes, but fine for this app.

I work as an illustrator/shop artist and have learned some tricks here 
and there. The best way to send him a copy of the front panel would be 
to remove all knobs and tape some paper around the front panel(s). Push 
shafts through paper if necessary and cut and piece in paper around 
dials, etc until you have complete coverage of the panel. Overlap the 
edges. 


The best thing to make a rubbing with is a graphite stick that is fairly 
cheap at art supply stores. A pencil could be used if it is very sharp 
and used at an acute angle. Anyway, rub the graphite stick over the 
entire front panel and the raised paint lettering will show through 
almost perfectly. You can get very accurate reproductions this way. We 
used to repro expensive sign work this way. If you want a whole panel 
silkscreen from someone, you can rub around the corners and edges of the 
front panel too to get the exact dimensions. Remove the paper stencil 
and you can clean up the rubbing and do minor touchups for a nice 
looking reproduction of size, font, and letter positioning.

Best mount I ever saw... and you're doing essentially the 
same thing with your piece of plywood: providing a tough, stable platform 
to start with, giving strength to the overall package from within. 


My only problem for that is time, and right now all my wood tools are in 
storage-having been kicked out of my garage when we turned it into a 
‘mother-in-law' apartment for my mother.

I might add that one of the most brilliant suggestions I've ever run 


across on packaging/shipping if you are going to use cardboard boxes 
(regardless of weight) is to go down to the local hardware store and 

buy some 2" or 3" PVC (usually white) pipe. It's fairly cheap. Cut it 

into lengths with a hacksaw just long enough to fit inside the box 

in whichever (or all) dimensions you wish to reinforce. The compression 
strength of the stuff is quite strong, and thus it will handle heavy loads, 
etc stacked on top of it very well. As a bonus, if you have tubes or other 
fragile parts, put ‘em inside the pipe with appropriate stuffing for 
maximum protection...it's not terribly heavy, either.

Hello Marco. 


Yes, it DOES seem a bit odd to see a "general purpose" communications receiver 
with a ham band bandspread (almost as unusual as seeng ANY radio toady with the 
little CONELRAD triangles at 640 and 1240 KHz!), but there IS a reason for it. 


Technical Material Corp came up with one fine receiver, and they tried to make 
it be everything to everyone. They almost did it too; an excellent receiver for 
commercial use, somebody thought to add a ham band bandspread to tap into yet 
another market. 


The radio is VERY similar in electrical design and performance to it's main 
competitor, the excellent Hammarlund SP-600. However, if you've ever worked the 
ham bands with an SP-600, you know that the "logging scale" bandspread method it 
uses leaves a lot to be desired. The GPR-90 is MUCH to be preferred. It's hard 
to say why so many more SP-600s were produced and sold than GPR-90s, except that 
the SP-600 probably got more big military contracts because it is unquestionably 
a much more rugged mechanical design. 


This radio was sold during the height of the Cold War. In the national paranoia 
of the times, the Office of Civilian Defense at the Pentagon organized a LOT of 
ham based communications networks, all of which were intended to spring into 
action after a nuclear attack. Most of them were supposed to take to the ham 
bands, and OCD would pay for the equipment for them, PROVIDED the gear was on an 
"approved list" that they maintained. 


The GPR-90 (and the rest of the TMC line) was a natural for that approval; the 
gear was all designed to be MIL spec. So was it's rival, the SP-600 series. 


Other civilian market players on the approved OCD list had to come up with 
special, more expensive versions of thier gear for OCD funds. Johnson produced 


special CD versions of the Ranger and Valiant transmitters, and Gonset produced 
bright yellow painted versions of thier Communicator / "Gooney Box" VHF 
transceivers with huge Civil Defense decals slapped on the cabinet sides. 


Tech Material didn't have to play those games; they already had a fine line of 
VERY versatile HF gear for practically ANY purpose you could imagine. Their gear 
was all ready to go, as-is. 

I love my GPR-90, but my SP-600LF sits on top of it on the desk. I use ‘em 
interchangably for 160 AM and CW work, but I prefer the GPR-90 for broadcast 
band DXing. On the other hand, the SP-600 gets the nod for cruising for RTTY on 
HF (the dial calibration shortcomings are made up for by the BC-221 on top of 
the SP-600), simply because I find it a minor irritation to rezero the 
bandspread to get accurate dial calibration outside of the ham bands. 
Aesthetically, the GPR-90 wins hands down! This is ONE HANDSOME RADIO! 


I only have one problem with the GPR-90 really, and that appears to be a common 
one; the cabinet. 


I don't have an original cabinet. I got the radio in a case scrapped from a 
Motorola WWV receiver (paint color is similar) which wasn't deep enough; I had a 


good 3 inches of radio hanging out of the back! 


Contrary to popular belief, the GPR-90 was NOT intended as a rack mount radio! 
The edge mounting holes are WRONG to fit in a standard rack. 


Currently, my radio lives in a steel rack cabinet painted in an absurd blue / 


green wrinkle finish, salvaged from a chunk of medical electronics. I wound up 
redrilling and tapping the side rails to fit the GPR-90.

Gang, 


Enough BA members have reported the serial numbers of their hallicrafters 
SX-115 that a pattern seems to be emerging. 


The numbers reported so far are: 


140014 
140051 
141026 
142042 
143047 
144038 
214281 
214754 


(I've omitted the 11500x prefix since the meaning of this is, by now, clear.) 


Recall that the SX-115 was introduced in 1961. My semi-educated guess is 
that the first three digits of the serial number represent the year and week 
of production. For example, the first SX-115 cited above was manufactured 
in 1961, week 40. The last SX-115 cited above was manufactured in 1962, 
week 14. 


As to the meaning of the remaining three digits, I'd speculate that they 
represent a sequentially assigned number that started at 001 at the 
beginning of each week. 

That this might be true follows from looking at the relatively low numbers 
during 1961 production. The factory was on the steep part of the learning 
curve so production volumes were probably fairly low. 


In contrast, look at the two units which are likely from a 1962 build. 
After the inital run to shake down any production problems, it's reasonable 
to expect the factory began really cranking out the radios. 754 in one 
week though? That does seem high, doesn't it? One possibility here is 


that hallicrafters built a large batch speculatively and then shut down the 
line until and unless further orders warranted additional production. 


We may never know anything definitive on the serial numbers for the high 
water mark for hallicrafters radio, but I think the scenario I've offered 
above is close to right.

That was one excellent job of analysis of the SX115 serial numbers. I 
agree that for 1962 week 14 it does seem to be way to many radios produced. 
Perhaps those first three digits are mearly lot or production numbers. The 
first digit may still represent the year but the next two may just be a 
sequence of lot or production numbers that begin at 00 or 01 for the first 
production of the year. 


A good way to verify the true meaning would be to look at other 
Hallicrafters rigs from these same two years and compare. Hey folks look 
at your other 1961/62 produced Hallicrafters rigs and see if they doa 
similar thing. With enough input we should be able to put this serial 
number thing to bed. That is if Hallicrafters kept the same procedures and 
policy in place thruout their life time, which is highly unlikely.
